We 
have boasted much of the profits from our orange 
orchards.and other products of the soil. In fact, 
we have been willing to be pointed out to the world 
as the head of all classes in all sorts of classifica- 
tions. 

Now the (State Board of Health comes and 
awards us the first prize. There is.no other county 
in the State to be mentioned, in same column 
or the same page in a-~newspaper with Les An- 
geles, except San Francisco. The vital statistics 
for the month of December show how far behind 


' us lags even the next distinguished county in the 


State. 

In marriages Los Angeles records a total! of 475, 
San Francisco 383; births, Les Angeles 613, San 
Francisco 537; deaths, Los Angeles 628, San Fran- 
cisco 569. 

If anybody thinks the last item in these statistics 
“a bad preéminence,” let it be remembered that 
this is the land of refuge for the invalids of the 
whole continent, end, reaching beyond that, for half 
a world. In San Francisco the people are nearly 
all “to the manner born.” Here our people come 
from ai! the States isi the Union and from many 
countries beyond seas. Thousands of them come 
here in extreme old age to lengthen out their days, 
and other thousands come after suffering the rav- 
ages of disease to work havoe upon their frames 
too long. The death rate in Les Angeles is not 
the local death rate, but, in a. way, that of the 
whole country and partly that of the world. And 
yet in spite of this we are only 10 per cent, ahead 
of the death rate in San Francigco. 


Another thing to take into account here is that | 


we have the whole county of Les Angeles compared 


with the city and county of San Francisco. The 


city and county of San Francisco claims about 
400,000 population, while the county of Los An- 
geles, including the city with its $25,000 souls, 
probably has 700,000. The ratio of deaths to the 
population in all Los Angeles county js very much 
below the ratio in San Francisco.

A contest was entered into by Mrs. Jones's heirs 
to break the wifl, but they have finally arranged 
to let it stand, their attorney declaring that there 
was no proof to show the testator was not of sound 
mind when the will was made. 

The heirs obtain very handsome sums of money, 
much more, probably, than any one of them evér ex- 
pected to become possessed of in this easy way.
